To this very purpoſe, I will draw out ſrom the Text, 
as it ſtands in connexion with This, the Former, the Fol- 
lowing Chapters,Six great Propoſitzons, and then argue 
further upon them in compare with other Scripture 
Prophectes. 

Propofition x. There is undeniably a great Judgment 

denounced by God, and largely deſcribed upon ſome 
City, Figured by Babylon the Great, that muſt moſt cer- 
tainly be Executed in its own Time, and upon the Ct- 
ty deſigned, according to the ſare word of —— 
Cap. 1.1. 7he Revelation of Feſus Chriſt, that God gave 
to him, tO (hew to his Servants things ſhoily, that 1s, 
with great ſpeed , from that very time it was given, to 
come to paſs ſucceſſively; till the Everlaſtins Kingdom of 
cur Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in compariſon of which all time 
# ſhort : Now becauſe this Judgment cannot yet (as 
will appear) be poſhbly ſuppoſed to have come to 
paſs, it muſt yet come to paſs : And becauſe ſo much 
hath all along, and for ſo very long time been come 
ro paſs, according to this Prophecy, and yet this Judg- 
ment hath not been Executed, the Execution of it 
muſt needs therefore be very near. - 

Prop. 2. There are Infallible CharaQers fixed by the 
Prophecy in theſe Chapters before us, on the the Czry 
ſo denounced upon. afluring this Czty is the preſent 
Papal Rome. For if Rome be the City Charadteriz'd, as 
tis now Papal, it iS that City ſo threatned by this 
Judgment , For the CharaGers, and the Judgment are 
inſeparable , Now Rome will appear to be the City 
CharaGeriz'd, and therefore on it mu't the Judgment 
here written be Executed. | | 

Frop. 3. It is one of the gteat Glories of this Tudg- 
ment, that the firſt coming of it into Execution ſhall 
de with great ſuddenneſs and ſurprizal, and when ve- 
'y bew(ſtiled by Chriſt the Few Names 10 $argts) have a

Day, ane Hour, one Moment, as of Ancient Babylon, ſpeak 
the very great Velocity of the Judgment. 

Prop. 4. The Princes, that at this time Bear up the 
Grandeur and the Haughtineſs of Papal Rome, Dy giving 
/keir Power and Kjnadom to the Beaſt. Called therefore 
His Horns, ſhall be by the Lamb, Xing of Kings, and 
Lord of Lords fo overcome, as to be made Inſtruments 
in the Execution of the Judgment in ſuch Parts, and 
Degrees, as the ffrong Lord, who Fudgeth, ſhall Com- 
miſhon them unto ; which ſhall highly Exalt, and 
make lll[uſtrious the Judgment - As an Indication of 
this,it 1s ſaid C. 17. 16.7 be Kings ſhall hate the Whore, ſhall 
make hr Deſelate, and ſhell eat ker Fleſh, and ſhall burn 
her with Fire , and in this Text, her Plagnes are Death, 
and one concurring with the other Mourning, Famine, 
and burning with Fire, 

Prop. 5. The Greatneis and the ſudden Invaſion of 
this Judgment, as denounced by God, are uncontroula- 


bly to be demonſtrated, not only as to the poſlibility, 


but the certainty of both; as from the Truth of the Lord, 
who hath ſo long ago denounced it , fo from the Wil 
dom and Omnipotency of the frong Lord that juageth. 

Prep. 6. The Divine Preſcience and Wiſdom, hath 
c10:en out a Time, and decreed it for the Execution of 
this Fadgment, when Babylon ſhall ſhew it leif in 1ts 
Pride, its Pomp, its Preſumption, Security, For it 1s, 
when ſhe ſhall ſay, T ſie a Queen, and hall ſee no Sor- 
row ; and *tis moſt undoniable its Zubzles is ſuch a Time, 
and when Great Princes ſhall ſo be at her Devotion, as 
for her fake, .with ſuch a violence to perfecute, and 
Prote//a;it Princes ſtand by, and have nothing to jay 
agalntt it, = | | 

Prop. 1. I begin with the firſt Propoſition , that the 
Judgment here forewritten muſt moſt certainly be »

ecuted : That there is a great Judgment here deſcribed 
and denounced on ſome C:ty, Figurdd by Babylen rhe 
Great, is moſt unconteſtable , every word in the Fore- 
20ing and this Chapter atlures It , and in the follow- 
ing Chapter, we have moſt ſolemn Doxu/ogies and 
Thankſgivings upon it ; In Cap. 17. 1- lhe Yifton be- 
gins thus, John 18 called to come to the Angel, who 
would ſhew him'the Judgment of the Great Whore: In 
this C. 18. 1. Another Angel having Great? Power, and 
with whoſe Glory the Earth ſhone Appears ; and he cry'd 
mightily with a loud Voice, Babylon the great ts fallen, ts 
fallen, certainly and irrecoverably Failen , and ſo the 
Vifon goes on in the moſt dreadful Exprefions, and 
Pourtraies of a Judgment moſt ſtupendious: 7he Kings 
of the Earth bewail, and ſtand afar off for fear of her Tor- 
ment, her Merchants throw Duſt on their Heads, and cry 
out in their Lamentings, Alas! Alas! and at laſt her 
Irrecoverable Ruin is ſet out Þy a Mill/towe, caſt into the 
bottom of the Sea by a mighty Anzel pronouncing, So 
ſhall BaZylon be thrown down, and found no more at all, 
Ver. 15.19. 27. 

It this Judgment then be Prophetically denounced by 
the Holy, the True, the Mighty God ; It muſt and ſhall 
certainly come to paſs in the 1ime, and upon the Cty 
deſigned : This is a Principle of Natural Light and In- 
telle&tual Reaſon ſo clear, I ſhall no further inſiſt up- 
on it, 

What then can be levied by way oi Objection? x

Anſw. 3. The Prophecies of the Old Teſtament, in 
Ja. C. 47. and Jerem.51. and 1n Danze! throughout, 
are ſuch an Exemplar of Judgment, on whatever ſha} 
come under the Name of Babylon the great, (as Nebu- 
chadnezzar memorializ'd it for after Ages,) that 1f we 
are duly perſwaded of the Divine Authority of the 
one, we have all the juſt Inducements of the fame per- 
ſwaiion of this Apochaliptic Prophecy , and that the Spi- 
ritwho breathed the one, breathed the other alſo; whe 
foreſaw Myſtical Babylon 1n litteral, and prepar'd the 
Shades of the Deſtruction of it, the Latter in the For- 
mer, which highly aggrandizes the Evidence of the 
Divine Authority of the Reve/atioz: For none but the 
Divine Underſtanding could ever have excogitated 
ſuch an Admirable Agreement. 

ObjeF. 2. As to the ſecond Objection, That the 
Judzment hath been already Executed, and the Pro- 
phecy fulfilled, it ſhall be anſwer'd under the ſecond 
Poſition, that the C:ry,which is here denounced upon, 
1s Papal Rome, from whence it will neceſlarily follow, 
It is not, nor can can yet have been Executed , becauſe 
the City Rome is yet in Being and Greatneſs, but by 
this Judgment is utterly to be deſtroyed , But in the 
mean time, it may be evinc'd, from the glorious Con- 
ſequences, drawn out C, 19. C. 20. C. 21.C. 22. which

Again, the ſame Divine Spirit hath told us, the C:ty 
is ſhe that hath the (e:5m vs) Kingdom at this very 
preſent time over the X#:zges of the Earth ; which 1s as 
plain a Diſtinction of Rowe, as at the time of the Re- 
wvelation given, as if we deſcrib'd London by the City; 
where the Courts of the King, of Judicature, and th? 
Councils of the Nation are, and the chief Seat of Trade 
IS, Or Conftantineple by the Ottoman Port : Who that 
knows theFliſtory of theWorld at that time, knows not, 
That Rome was the Seate of the Empire of the World 
at that very Time : This being fo plain, though other 
Proots may be given, I pals off from it, and come to 
the ſecond part of the Poſition , That though P.zan 
[ome ls to be taken in, yet Papal Rome is the Ciry to be 
J«dgd, eſpecially, Ultimately, Finally. That 
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That this may be made out, I muſt lay in the Foun- 
dation ; That,as the City Rowre 1s Evidently jhewn to be 
the Babylon, to be Judg'd, So the Supremacy meant 
here, by t heBeaſf, muſt be a Szpremacy cloſely Related 
to the City Rome, and Bearing up that Czzy in Glo- 
ry and Grandeur ; as Pope of Kome, in the place of Em:- 

peror of Rome, or any other of the Supreme Megiſtracys

by Agreement, and as by Ballance on One Another's 
Power, ,as Event hath prov'd. 
Let us now behold the Character drawn by Prophecy, 
12 relation to the City ; She fits indeed 4 Queen; But 
it 1s by the Corcery of a Falſe Religion, pox Princes 
aud People, by making them drunk with the Wine of 
her Fornication and Advwlteries ; an Impure, Senfeleſs

Char. 3. 1n the Papacy of Rome, and its C:ty, or 
Falſe Church, we find the Colle&tion of All the Su- 
perſtitions and Idolatries, that ever have been (al- 
moſt, if not altogether) in the World, under One 
Pretence, Colour, and Coverture, or other , Run- 
ning like Filthy Drains, into this Foul Great Sewer ; 
enough tofill Volumes with their incredible Multitude 
and Variety; Such as if duly confider'd, cannot but 
be thought moſt Strange and Herrid, 1n ſo Divine, Spi- 
ritual, and ſo Intellectual a Worſhip of God, as Chri- 
ſtianity teaches. 

And how hath Prophecy Repreſented this! In Da» 
niel, by the Infamous Name of Bea/#, common to Him, 
with other Idolatrous Pagan Supremes ; So by His 
thinking to change 7:mes and Laws given into his Hand 
for ſuch a Term, plainly ſignifying Sovereign Power, 
Engaging it ſelf in the Deviling and Introdncing 
Falſe Religion, as Jerohboam of old, 1 Kjngs C. 12. 32. 
38, 
In the Revelation He is Fall of the Names of Blaſphe- 
my; that is, of Idolatry : For ſo the Idolatry of ſuch 
as make a Profeſſion of the True od, 1s ſtyled, 1/a. 
65. 7. by the Judgment of the moſt Learned Interpre- 
ters: And indeed it can be no other . For to acknow- 
ledge a Beeing ſo Holy, Wiſe; Jehovah, the Eternal, 
Infinite Spirit ; and then to put upon him the Folly, 
and Nothing, as the Apoſtle ſtyles it, of an Ido, is per- 
tect Blaſphemy. 

And fo it is to arrogate to be worſhipp'd with him ; 
And it is moſt obſervable, the Revelation» frequently 
Joyns this Beaſt Worſhipp*d, and his Image Worſhipp'd, 
plainly importing his /do/atrouſneſs.

That which is ſo Generally to be obſerv'd 
in the Papacy, 1s the very Height of a moſt Bold, Blaſ- 
premous Arrogancy : The very Supremacy he uſurps in 
the Chriſtian Church, ſhews his Luciferzan Pride, The 
Tie, HIS HOLINESS, *» moſt Sa 
crilegious, Seeing God Only Holy is, much more Alone 
FÞlineſs it ſelf: His Claim of Intallibility above Coun- 
ceis, isa ſmall Thing , for he exalts it above Scripture 
it ſelf, That (in the Senſe of the very Phariſees) Blaſ- 
phemous taking upon him to Pardon Sin, his Indulgen- 
ces, Pretended Deliverancesirom Purgatory, his Coun- 
terfeit Miracles, his Anathematiſiag and Curling down 
All to Hell, who deteſt his Idolatries, ſhews him that 
Progd and Haughty Scoraer, who Deals in Proud Wrath : 
His ſetting his Throne, and Liiting his Scepter above 
the Thrones and Scepters of Princes, is moſt Horrid, 
and Intolerable Infolency : In All this the Czry is one 
with him, ſiezing alought upon him, and Born upon 
him in all this Babyloniſh Lucifertani/m.

that we may know him to be the Beaft, he is call'd, 5

The Great Fraud, Diſſimulation, World- 
ly Policy and Intrigue, we know in the Papacy, and 
the P/cudo Catholick Roman Church, all its Cheats and 
Impoſtures make up ſuch a Character of it, that we 
find that Great Swediſh Stateſman, Puffendor, ſpends 
the whole Chapter forementioned in the Diſcourſe of 
it ; who, tho he does not appear to have the leaſt Rela- 
tion to Prophecy,yet writes fo according to it on that Sub- 
ject, That 1t 1s very wonderijul , even as ifhe had aim'd 
to Juſtify Prophecy by fo notcrious matter of Fat.

ld, then which none more apt 1n the whoie Hyſto- 
ry of Scripture Could be found, as might by a Compate 
bz made apparent: But her Worenons and Mir 
craſts cannot be paſied by, with which Jeon upbrai- 
ded her ſureproachiully, as the Prozeft.uzt Princes have 
done Rome: Oh that fo many of them had not talien 
into Feb#'s great Evil, not to have made a periectRefo; 

But That which is moſt to the preſent Pur- 
poſe, is, That ſhe had, together with her atfumed 
Vropheticneſs, the Dephs of Sathan, as the Arcaza Reg- 
1, her deep Maxims of Sathanic State, by both which, 
theenchants, bewitchecs, intoxicates Princes and Nations, 

Charatf. 6, There is nothing more ncoricus, than 
the dreadful Perſecutions, and Storins of Violence, the 

Papacy, and Its Roman City, or Yaiie Church hath raitcd 
againft thoſe who have embraced -Chriſtianity, aiid 
detire to enjoy it in the Purity, and Simplicity of it. 
or have nct ſubmitted to that Tyranny rhey have fo 
eraipd at, as hath been deſcribed. And we fee the 
Princes and Powers of this World, that kzve been the 
Devottoniſts of it, have contributed their 3/orce there. 
unto, The fccular Authority, as they call it, and whict: 
Prophecy calls, The Ten Kjnis making 8 ar with the Lamb. 
And ail this tegether hath coine to that Extremity of 
blocd, Slaughter, and all manner of Torture, as con- 
tinue to this very Day ; Hiſtory and Experience are ſo 
tl of it, ] need ſay nothing. The Waiderſes, or as

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Now this Cruelty of Chriſtians (as they would be

to out-do the Meroes, Domitians, Decius's and Diocle- 
fans, and the Papal to equal, yea to exceed the Pagan 
Rome herein, 

And it ſhould make us bewail, that ever, what hath 
been call'd Prozeſtant, ſhould have any of theſe Stains 
upon it, and abnor the leaſt Thoughts of the Re- 
turn of any ſuch Thing 1n our own Nation. 

Let us now take a View of the Portraicture of Pr--

Sea, That cannot ſurvive the: Beaſt, to ſz on any other, 
And if the Beaft go into Perdition, as he 1s allo call'd: 
by the Apoſtle, the $oz of Perdition, [ as the 7udas of 
Chriſtianity, going into 4s own F lace, ] while the Wo- 


' man fits upon him, there is a pertect End of his 


Supremacy alſo; he-is therefore ſaid by the Apoſtle, 
2 Theſſ. 2. to be firſt.:aken away by the Breath- of the 
Lord's Mouth, and then brought atterly.to nothing with 
the Brightneſs of his THuPrious Appearance, '2 Theſſ. 
2.8. Andhe is taken, and coſt, aiive, mnto the Lake; 
And even this gives certain Proof, This is the laſt S#- 
premacy ,, For there-can þe none after the Eighth Kyng, 
upon 
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upon which the City fitting is deſtroyed: It could not 
therefore be the Seventh Kjng, which by being called 
*AAA&,, Another, a very Forreigner, of another Kin- 
dred to the other Kings, No Head of /344y/on, though 
a King of Rome, is therefore certainly known to 
be the Chriſtian Emperor, and came atter the Pagan Em: 
peror, call'd the Dragon, who then was in his Regnan- 
cy, when the Apoſtle writ. Let us then argue thus, 
which ever of the Kings is the Beaſt, muſt be the Sa- 
 preme; ſitting on which Babylon, (prov'd to be Rome) 
muſt be deſtroy'd : It. cannot be the $;xth King who 
then was, when theProphecy was given , and who might 
be ſuppoſed to have laſted till now. For who can 
ſuppole 1n any Senſe whatever, Rome 1s upon the ſame 
Kjng it was then! nor can it be upon the Seventh 
King, but no Head on that Account; for he could 


: continue but a ſhort Space (as hath been elſewhere made 


out ) it muſt be therefore fome Supreme, that hath 
continued a long Space in Oppoſition to the ſbor? 
Space. This therefore muſt be the Papacy which hath 
laſted longer than any Government over Rome with- 
out Variation in any Effential Point, and than ( fo far 
as I know) any other in the World. Beſide, it is ex- 
preſly faid, the Dragon, by which I apprehend all In- 
terpreters underſtand the Pagaz Imperial, perſecuting 
Power at the Time of the Revelation given, 1s Cx- 
preſly ſaid to receive a deadly Wound from the Chrt- 
ftian Emperor; on which, he, as it were, ſecretly con- 
veyed over his Power, Seat, and great Authority to the 
Beaft, gliding it, as unobſervedly, by the Chriſtian Em- 
peror, unto the fdolatrous Antichriſtian P apacy; by 
whom his Deadly Wound was healed, which is there- 
fore the Eighth Kjng, but Seventh Head, Seventh from 
the Sixth Head, or Pagan Emperor, of whom, _ 

| the 
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the Apoſtle writ, itis ſaid, he zow 5s, Then follow? 
the Seventh King, no Head ; then the Eeaſt the Seventh 
Head who hath continued even above. x 200 Years: 
So that the Time from the Ceſfation of the Weſtern 
Chriſtian Roman Empire , when the Beaſt received 
Power, and the Tex K:ngs with him at 976 of the vul- 
gar Account, exceeds the Time from the firſt Build- 
ing of Rome to that Supremacy of the Biſhop, or Pope 
of: Rome ,, ſo that no Title of Principality in Rome hath 
by a kind of Providential Fatality been aftlumed by 
any Secular Power, preciſely over the City Kome, but 
Biſhop, or pope of Rome ; This argues beyond Poſſibility 
of Denial from this ſo long Continuance of the Papacy 
in Oppoſition to the ſhort Continuance of the Se- 
venth King, no Head, or Chriſtian Emperor ; that the 
Pope is indeed that Seventh Head, and Eighth King, 
and ſo the Laſt, even the Beaſt that goes znto Perdi- 
tion, 

Poſit. 3. It is one of the Glories and Luſftres of the 
Judgment of God on BaZy/ou, That the firſt coming 
of it into Execution ſhall be with great Suddennets 
and Surprizal, It is expreſſed in oze Day, and one 
Hour, and in the ſame Hour. 1 know Day and Hour 
may fignifie any. determinate Seaſon.. But in ſuch 
very conſtant and pregnant Exprefſions of Sud- 
denneſs, exceeding Suddenneſs is intended. The 
ſame Expreſſions ate uſed concerning Literal Baby/op,

thought of Tydings ,. - when Belſhazzar thought of 
no ſuch Thing; the fF Haxza-wr/ting appeared upon the 
Wall: And, the ſame Night Belthazzar was ſlain, 
ana the King . of the Medes took the Kingdom, the Ba- 
bylentan Monarchy then utterly ceaſing. This was Pro-

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phetically Typical of Myſtical Babylon: Tt 1s therefore 
no Argument this Judgment cannot betexecuted a long 


. Time yet, becauſe tnere are no preſent Appearances: 


Herein ſhall appear the Glory of this Judgment, as one 
great Point of it, the Suddenneſs of it; In many of 
the moſt high and loſty Works of God, Suddennels 
hath-been the peculiar Luſtre of them. In the Crea- 
tion of the World, He ſpate, and it w.s done, He 
commanded, and it food faſt, He called to the whole 
Creation, and it ſtuod up together ; In the Giving the 
Spirit,, ſudaenly there was the Noiſe of a mighty ruſh- 
ing W, ind, In the Day of Judgment , [udden Deſtru- 
tion ſhall come, when they ſhall cry Peace, Peace; 
-upon all the Enemies of the Kingdom of Chriſt. 7be 
third Woe cometh 4uickly, 1n the haſty and ſudden Et- 
fects of it. | 

Now by this Suddennefs it is not intended , That 
the whole Exccution of the Jadgment ſhould be in 
10 ſhort Time, though it is and ſhall be in ſhorc Time.

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! It is therefore much to be conſidered, and is a great 
Confirmation, that Babylox means Papal Rome, as hath 
been already at large ſet forth, :t-at the ſo ſtrange and 
unaccountable Subjection of ſo many Kings to the P,. 
pacy, a feeble Power, 1t we conſider its Force of Arms, 
which Startits, and Men of Politicks have ſo wonder- 
ed at, 1s here accounted for ; It is indeed call'd Sor. 
cery, and Intoxication, beryg made Drunk with the 
Wine of her Fornication, the moſt Lively Deſcription 
of Falſe Religion. But all is under the Divine Supreme 
Ordination , 

For God put it into their Hearts to Fulfil his will, and 
to agree together, and to give their Kingdom to the 
Beaſt, until the words of God ſhould be Fulfill, And 
they have one mind to give their Pover and Strength 
unto the Beaſt; and hereupon they make War with the 
Lamb, and fo Perſecute his Trath and Servants. And 


Tongues, the Inhabitants of the Roman Babilonian Earth, 
falling under the ſame Enchantment of a Falſe Religi- 
on, made Drunkand Commiting Fornication with her, are 
ds a Confluence of Waters to her, on which ſhe firteth: 
Was there ever, or could there be a plainer Deſcription 
in Propheſy of what is ſo plain matter of Fa&, which 
hath rais'd the Admiration and Wonder of all Obſer- 
vers ! 

But when che words of God (ball be Fulfilled, and the 
Time Allotted expired, Then theſe Kings ihall fo far 
as God pleaſes, beathe Executioners of the 7udgment ; 
For as the Plagues in the Text are Death, Mourning, 
Famine, Burning with Fire; ſo the Kjngs ſhall hate the 
whore, make her deſolate, Eat her Fleſh, Burn her with 
Fire: It's True,there are Kjngs that Bewail her, v.1 3-18. 
But that pertains to another part of the _—_— 
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when it 1s Advanced to the Erernal Judgment, with 
the Explication of which I have not at the preſent to 
do ; But how wonderfull and Illuſtrious will the 
Firſt Execution be, when theſe Kings ſhall Firſt Ap- 

pear in it ! SureIt will be very ©reat and Glorious. 
Propos. 5. The, Greatneſs and Sudden Invaſion of 
this Judgment, as Denounced by God, and by ſuch 
Inſtruments as the Tex Kings, are uncontrolably to 
be Demonſtrated, not only as to the Poſſibility, but 
the certainty of both, as from the Truth of the Lord 
who hath ſo long ago Denounced it ; So from the 
Wiſdom and ,Omnipotency of the ſtrong Lord, who 

is the Judger. | 

This is not therefore in the leaſt unreaſonable, 
but the Higheſt Juſtification from the Trueſt Prin- 
ciples of Reaſon, is to be found in the Expectation 
of the Judgment upon the Beaſt and the City, Let 
it be never ſo ſudden. For the Lord is every way In- 
tnitely Shroug, who Judgeth , God therefore in ſuch, 
his great works of what kind ſoever, appeals to the 
Conſideration of himſelf, as the God that ſtretcheth 
out the Earth, and that which cometh ont of it, that 
erveth Breath unto the People upon it, E/. 42. So in the 
Judgment on Old Babylun : He that made the Earth 
by bis Power, he hath Eſtabliſh*d the World by his Wij- 
aom, and he hath ſtretched out the Heaven by his un- 
derſtanding ; when he uttereth hu Voice, there is a Mul- 
tituae of Waters in the Heavens, and he Cauſeta the 
Waters to Aſcend from the Ends of the Earth ;, [Te 
maketh the Lightning with Rain, and bringeth the 
Wind out of bis Treaſures. Jeremiah 51. 16. 17. It's 
therefore a very great Miſpriſion of Infinite Wiſdom 
and Power, when we make that an Argument a- 
gainſt the moſt Extraordinary, and moſt Miraculous 
Ed Wa E 2 gy Works 
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Works of God, which he makes an Argument for Ba 


Faith and Expectation of them, as 1f he were Tyed ſhs 
by what he had done, to do no more, or had done 
all he could do ; and nothing to be Expected, but Mi 
according to the Laws of Creation, and dayly pro. Hi 
vidence and Leiſurely Progreſles, and not in thoſe by 
Immediate Effets of Sudden Power ; The: great W 
God argues differently, becauſe thoſe Works of his w 
are ſo great and ſo high, That therefore till we 
great and ſo high are to be Expected ; and that w 
they ſhould /exd up ſo rogerber, when he pleaſes. tt 
And ſo we unwiſely think, we very well argue, jt 
he that ſo Wonderfully and Miraculoufly appeard il 
in the Firft Times of the Goſpel, hath done all i 
that he will do, or thinks fit to be done, till the || « 
day of Judgment : But undoubtedly we may bet | « 


ter argue, he hath much greater things to do, to 
make the very latter times of the Goſpel-Glory, as 
Illuſtrious as their very beginning, and entrance was; f 
Before his Kingdom, the Man of fin and Sow of Per- | 
dition ſhall be Conſum'd and utterly defaced ; his Spi- | 
rit ſhall be poured out , The Everlaſting Goſpel ſhall 
be.

All Scripture ſpeaks of Sudden Deſtruffion, when 
Men cry, Peace, Peace. It is a Time when Men are 
High andProud and Haughty,that their Fail is near, Ne- 
buchadnezzat Was laid hold on byVengeance with thoſe 
words 1n his Mouth ; Ts not this Great Babylon, (from 
whence'it had its Name in this Prophecy of the Re- 
zelation, Babylon the great ;) The Great City, (aid he) 
which 1 have built for the Flonrar of the Kingdom by 
the Might of my Power, and for the Honour of my Ma- 
jeſly. And while the word was in the Kings Mouth, 
the Judgment came upon him ;So while Be/ſhazzar was 
in his Higheſt Jolity , Drinking Wine in Veſſels 
of the Zemple, and Praiſing his Idols of Silver and of 
Gold, The Hand writing appear'd, and that Night he 
was (layn. 

Now lt is certainly ſuch a Time to Romiſh Babylon at 
this very day. The Fubwee, eſpecially the Centurial, is 
a Time, when ſhe ſic 4 Queer, is eſpouſed by thePrin- 
ces,and is no /idagow, when her Children gather about 
her; the King of Poland fo lately turn'd to her, 


and ſhe thinksſhe can know no Loſs of Children , when 


ſhe ſits, as on a Throne, Diſpenting Pardons and In- 
dulgences, And a time it is, when ſo Nebechaduer 
zar-like a Prince is fo Inſolently Vaunting, and 1o 
outragtoutly Perſecuting, and Proteſtant Princes ſtand 
by, and are ſo Tender of the Articles of their late 
Peace, as not to be at Liberty to offer their Interceſh- 


ons to the contrary. 


Thus far I have ſetled the Great Poſitions concern-

All theſe Expreſſions and many other are made con. 
current, with Great Babylon coming up in Remembrance 

hefore God, to give her the Cup of bs Fury , Now 

this ought to make greatly Remarquable to us the 
ſudgment upon Babylor. | 


Clſerv. 2. The Judgment of God upon Babylon 
is Ceiebrated with his Higheſt Adorations, and Prat- 
ics of his' Servants , Shewing at once the Higheſt

it are Complicated and Conſerved the Truths of the

'Tudgment of Baby/o» ought therefore to be moſt

The very ſelf ſame Nizbt of the 430 Years, Inclulive, 
of the goo Years afſign'd to 4braham, Gen: 15. had in- 
deed the Great Event of the Going ont of Egypt, yet that 
Glorious Conſtellation of Events, Bringing into he 
Land of Promiſe, and Calting out the Nations, was not 
perforin'd till Forty Years after. This was indeed no 
way, that we Know now, to have been found, but 
by God's fo Immediate Revelation of Forty Days Pro- 
fhetically given, a Day for a Tear ; It was but a ſhort 

k | Time, 
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Time, compar'd with the 430 Years, And it could not 
be Tranſcended ; The Certainty of the Higheſt Com- 
plement of the Great Promiſe FullaiPd, was there to 
Begin: And the Forty Days of Tears was but a Sur- 
pluſage of Time, and a Recollettion, and Summing up of 
the Sojourning Slate of the 430 Years. 

But that which I have eſpecially to Remark upon it, 
is That it was in the way of Infrattion of Promiſe, and 
Abruption of that Contexture, Or God's Breakzng off from 
what he had begun to do in the Deliveraice out of F- 
21;t, ſignified by that Acbrew Word, ſo Emphatic 
hereof, Numb. 14.34, 

But. yet this very End of the 430 Years Remain'd the 
Foundation of the Time following atter, - and was not 
moy'd from its Dignity , For the paſſeng through the Red 
Sea, and Pharoah's Overthrow 1n 1t, the Victory over 
Amalck , the Nemotheſia, or tne O:/ving of the Law, 
the Rearing of the T abernacle, Reſted All on this Time, 
and its Great Event . and th- Forty Years are dated from 
it , which were elſe but 7hirty Eight Tears from the 
Il Report of the Spies, to the Entry upon Canan ; and 
the Ending of the Following Courle of Time, to S9/o- 
mrs fo Refſplendent Reign , and zve Building .of the 
Temple is Dated from it., 480 Years, 1 Azmgs 6.2, E- 
ven irom the Going cut of” Egypt. And tius; Inftance - is: 
the more Remarkable , Becauſe although. this: Time. 
was Known to, and Retoived ot God. as before, 2s all Lis 
Works, from the Foundation of the: Werld; Yet it 
comes: in-by. way. of Tifraction of Premiſe ; and it broke 
off the Contexture of Great. Deliiverances : It is Giy- 
enſo in Prophetic I2guage thereiore, a Day for a Near, 
45 In our preient I'ropecy, we are Upon, ard was Upon 
the Account of Or0vcatimm, and unſuitable Frame to 
Deliverances ; and the Eng of tis Surpluiage of Time 
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touches the Entring into the Land of Promiſe, the Type of 

the Glorious Kjngdom of Chriſt. | 
Another Inſtance of this Kind may be , The Seventy 

Years of the Babyloniſh Captivity had their moſt Known 


and Celebrated Period in the Firſt Year of Cyrus, as the 


Univerſal Monarch in the Second of the Four Kingdoms, 
the Perſian Kingdom; we find therefore his Proclamz- 
tion Twice Recorded in Scripture, vzz. in the End of 
the Sceond Book of Chronicles, and'in the Bezizning of the 
Book of Ezra: But here was not the Complement of Ef- 
fects, The Spirit of God Gives Account of ſeveral ſtops 
and ſtays, till the very Seventh. Year of Artaxerxes, 
There the word of Reſtoring Fudah and Feruſalem had 
its full going forth ; It was all yet, as one United 
Time of the IWords going forth to Reſtore and to 
Build Jeraſalem, Tt began in the Decree, Firſt of 
Cyras, then of Darius, then of 4rtaxerxes King of 
Ferſia. Ezr. 6. 14. which ſo full decree of Artaxer- 
xes we have C. 7. 12. &c. This he makes as Suc- 
ceſfor to Cyrus in that Monarchy, and of which Ne- 
buchadnezzar was the Golden Head ; viz. of the Four Uni- 
verſal R#ngadoms, and ſo ſtyles himſelf Kzng of Kings, 
Now here Great Abruption had been from what God 
begun in Cyrus. So that the work was ſtayed to 
the Second Tear of Darius. Exr. 6th, 24. Thenanother 
Seventy Tears had flid in, Recorded by Zqgcha- 
riah. C. 1. 12. Which had their Epoch or beginning 
as may. be Computed from MNebuchadnezzars 23d 
Year. Jerem. 50. 30. At the laſt Captivation. And here 
the Provocation Was, as may be Colle&ted from the Ho- 
ly Writers at that Time. the unwillingneſs of the 
Jews to Leave their Baby/onrſh Plantations 3 And thoſe 


+4 + who did go up to Judah, neglected the Fosſe of God to 


Build their own Cezled Houſes, 
— . The 
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The Great Delay of the Glorious Kingdom of 
Chriſt due to him at his ReſurreQion, is ſo Tran- 
ſcendental toall other Caſes ; and for which delay Y:- 
fon and Prophecy was ſealed at his Death, until the 


very Time we are now waiting tor, I do not under- 


take to Inſſt upon at this Time, being fo ordain'd 
by the Father, and by the Mediator for Holy and 
Wiſeſt Reaſons too large for the preſent. 

Now in theſe Reſerved Times they are ſo given 
in Prophecy , That they might wholly have United 
with the Principal Times beginning and ending toge- 
ther, but when they by theEventRun out beyond ſuch 
Principal Times, It then appears they were ſo De- 
ſhgn'd by Prophecy to do, And when they are in Judg- 
ment, They ſeem, as 1t were to Uſurp-upon the Time 
immediately following Thoſe Principal Times, As 
the Forty Tears in the Wilderneſs, Invaded ſo much 
Time of enjoying Canaan before the Reigns of David 
and Solomon, Abridging and cutting it 49 Years ſhor- 
ter: In The ſtay of the Baildizg, and Reftoring the 
Houſe of God from Cyrus to Darius, and the full Re- 
ſtoration not made till Artaxerxes's Seventh Year, The 
following Time of enjoying that Reſtored State was 
ſo much Decurtated, Abbreviated, and Retrench'd. 


When ſuch a Delay is in Mercy, as in our Lords 
ſlay upon the Earth beyond his Reſurreion ; The 
Time following the Principal Time, as the Fourty 
Days of Chriſt with His, 1s Enrichd with Great 
Appearances of the Bridegroom not taken from the 
Children of the Bride Chamber ; And yet 1t was a Delay 
of Chriſts Appearance in Heaven, and of the Spirit 
poured out, 


H 
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I look upon theſe Inſtances as full Proof, That there 
are ſuch Mantiſſa's, or Surpluſages, ſuch Recollections, 
or Epitomes of Reſerved Time, beyond the. moſt Noted 
and Principal. Times, before which the high Events 
may not be Compleated, but then moſt certainly ſhall, 
T ſhall now in the following Heads apply my ſelf to. 
Ninety Seven , Whoſe Great Events have not yet been. 
flPd up. 

Heal 34, I come therefore to the Third. Head ;. 
And moſt particularly to ſhew the Curious Artifice, 
and Contrivance of the Divine Spirit in the fo giving 
rhe Times, and' Half in the 1260 Days, That there 
May be a Reſerved Time, and under fuch an Equi- 
po1ze of Interpretation ; that the Reſerved Time may 
be drawn up into, and within the Principal Time; 
Or may be extended beyond it into ſome further Time, 
and no Determination, but by the Providential E- 
vent. 

The Time, that may be Referv'd, and Extended be- 
yond- the 1260 Days, I have already aflign'd to be 
the Three Days of Years and a Half ; The end of which 
ſhall have the whole Conftellation of Events, Trans- 
ferr'd irom the End, or Period of the 1260 Days up- 
on it ſelf ; viz. from 1697 to 17c0, As on purpoſe to 
Fulhl, I truſt , the word of the Lord, That what Time 
Babylon ſaith, / fit: a Queen, her Plagnes ſhould begin 
to Cone 1N oze Day. And herein I cannot but hope, 
The Beauty and Symmetry of Prophecy ſhall be ſeen 
between 97, as. the Principal Time; and the T hree 
Tears and a Half as the Recollectionary Time ending 
with the Jabike 1700; To this very great purpoſe 1 
Ry down the following Scheme of Prophecy concerning 
this Point, as in its Equipoize between 97, and 170c: 
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7. The firſt thing I obſerve herein is ; That after the 

Great High Preiſt, and Apoſtle of our Profeſſion ,, The 

Man Cloathed in Linnen, had given in Anſwer to the 
Angels, who asked, How Long to the End of theſe Won- ny, 1, 
ders? That there ſhould be a Delay of Finiſhing tor 5-&. 
Time, and 7 imes, anda Half. He alſo added; when 

He (i.e. the Scatterer) ſhall have accompliſhed to ſcatter 

the Power of the Holy People. All Theſe (viz. Wonders) 

ſhall be Finiſh'd. Daniel complains, He heard, but he 
underſtood not. NoW It 45 true, ze Prophets did not un- 
derſtand the Particularities of All that was ReveaUVd 

to them concerning 7ime , but were left to ſearch, whar, 

or what manner of Time, the Spirit of Chriſt, which was  ,_ 
in them, did fignifie : Yet even their Doubts, Recorded _ 
in Scripture, were under Divine Izſpiration, and are {0 
order*d, asto give Occaſion to Further Revelation ; But 

Time, Times, and Half, were - Reveai'd 'to Daniel 
before, to be giver to the Little Horn, to wear ont the ©: 7- 
Saints of the Moſt High, which was the ſame thing 
with ſcattering the Hand of ' the Holy People : That then 
needed not a New Repetition: The Thing therefore 
he underſtood not, 'was, What Time the Accompliſh- 
ing to ſcatter might take up. 

- He Appeals therefore to hs Lord, and oar Lord ; My 
Lord (faith he) what ſhall the End of T beſe (4. e.) Wor 
ders be? His Queſtion is directed upon the very Point 
he underſtcod not, and Receives Anſwer in Three Parti- 
calars : 

1. That there will be a Cloſedneſs, and a Seal of Se- 
crecy, ſet upon the Decerminate Time of Wonders Fi- 
niſhing, viz. till the Event determines It ; The Seal ov 
the Foreheads of the Servants of God,Remains till the End ; 
and till the End, or very A4ccomplifhing to ſcatter, They 
cannot be diftin&ly known , For till then the Witneſſes 
.H a appear 
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appear not U»ſea/d, or with the Father's Nam? writ 
on their Foreheads, in a Riſen State, on. Mount ion, 

2. It is Given as a Diagnoſtic, or diſtin& Note of the 
Time between the End of the Times and Half, or the x 260 
Days, and the 7 ime of Accompliſhing to ſcatter ; Many 
ſhall be Purified, and made White, and Tryed , which we 


may very well underſtand of thoſe they call, The New Con- 


verts, or the Re-znited, who have fince been made White 
by Repentance, and Puritying Grace , who have been 
made Wiſe, by Remembring what they had Receiv'd, 
and Heard of the Goſpel- Purity, and Return'd to it, com- 
ing a new out of Babz/ou , while Perſecutors will not 
underſtand, but do more and more wickedly, Perſecuting 
and Scattering, till the 7/tmoſt End and Accompliſhment of 
Scattering. : 

3. The Great Palmoni, or Wonderful Numberer of 
Time, inſenſibly, and yet as in Anſwer to Danie/'s Que- 
tion, gives a further Delineation of Time in Thirty 
Days, added to the r260, making them 1290 ; under 
_ an Zpech, or Beginning, Characteriz'd with the Taking 
away rhe Daily, viz. Sacrifice, and the Abomination, that 
maketh Deſolate, ſet up , which I look upon, moſt Un- 
doubtedly, to be argued to be the Antichriftian Apo- 
ftacy, by the Papal Gentiles Entring into the Onter Court, 
and {0 7 akirg away the Truly Chriſtian Worſhip. 

And to theſe 7hirty of the 1260, are added Forty 
Five, making the 1290 1335, Reaching to the very 
Bleſſed State of the New Jeruſalem, in which Daniel 1s 
aflured a Lot: and, in the mean time to reſt his Fur- 
ther Enquiries, and Himſelf to Ref in Spirit with 
Chriſt, and his Body in the Grave. 

Now then ſeeing theſe 7hirty are added to the Times 
and Half, which the Spirit of Prophecy hath Expound- 
*d into 1250 Days of Tears, And that there can be 10 

TOE 20, Time 
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Time between the Times and Haif, and Finiſhing, by 
the Expreſs Word, except the ſpace of Adccompliſhing 
to Scatter ,, and that the ſame ir't of Prophecy hath g1- 
ven no other, ſo much as ſuppoſeabie ſpace, but the 
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Three Days of Tears, and a Half, Either thoſe Three Days - 


and a Half muſt be ſuppoſed to Unite with the 7hree 
Times and Half, and- to be One with them , or they 
muſt Extend themſelves upon the 7hirry, and be the 
Firſt Three Days of Tears and a Half of them ; For they can- 
not [ye between them, asa part of Neither : If fo, either 
the 1260 muſt be 1263, and a Half, or the x290 muſt 
be 1293 and a Haff ; Either of which is very contrary 
to Prophecy, which 1s moſt expreſs-in each , viz. Times 
and Half, or 1260 Days ; and 1260, with Thirty ad. 
ded, 1290 Days, and no more of Either, Now here is 
the Equipoize of Prophecy : It could not be Determined 
before the Event, whether the Accompliſhing to Scar- 
ter might Unite with TimeT imes, Half T ime, as the laſt 
ſeattering , Or go further within the 30.But theEvent hath 
Determined, The T bree Jears and Half Extend upon the 
Firſt Three Tears and a Half of the Thirty, making 
1260 1290. And the Curious Artifice of Prophecy 
is herein ſeen , For thus the 1260 and 1290 are joyn'd 
in the Taking away the Dayly by thoſe Three Tears, 
and Half being the Accompliſhing to Scatter,and fo carry- 
ing the wearing out of the Saints ſo much. further then 
theTimes,and Half,or 1260Years, even unto the z Years 
and Half,Firſt of the 30, and then theirRemainder Unites 
with the laſt 45 in Finiſhing , For as I have ſhewn, there 
anbenoDiftance between in the 1335 of Scattering and 
Finiſhirg,” And: the whole 1335 are Joyn'd, as lead- 
nzby various Delays and Appearances, ſince eſpecially 
the laſt Half Time of the Reformation ; to the King- 
dom of Chrift. And this is an Artifice of. the Divine 
| Os Hand 
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Hand of Scripture moſt Curious and Admirable. And 
the ſame both Equipoize and Artifice, are alſo moſt 
Conſpicuous in the 1260 Days of Tears, and the Thre - 
Days and Half of Tears, Rev. I1. Theſe 3 Dajs 
and Half Hold the only Poflible Addition ot Time 
beyond the 1260 Days, or Three Times and a Half for 
Accompliſhing to Scatter , For we find no other Mex- 
ſured ſpace of Time Mentioned either in Dazzel, or the 
Revelatson, that can be ſo much as ſuppoſed to lie at 
the End of the r260 Days, and before the Seventh 
Trumpet, Except theſe Days and Half alone, But 
theſe with all Harmony .and Symmetry of Prophecy, 
are Placed there ; For they are Scituated near to the 
1260 Days tegive a Mantiſſa, or Surplulage of Time 
to them, for the Accompliſhing the Scattering and 
wearing out the Holy People, that had been During 
their whole Space, And they muſt be as near the 
Seventh Trumpet, becauſe the Holy Spirit 1s Expreſs, 
Immediately upon the -Accompliſbing to Scatter, The 
Woaders ſhall be Finiſhed , And he 1s as Expreſs, The 
Seventh Trumpet is the Trumpet of Finiſhing , For when 
the Seventh Angel begins to-ſound , The Myſtery of God 
Jhall be Fmiſhed as he hath Evazgeliz'd ty all hy Ser 
Revel. 10. ants, the Prophets. Thus as in Dazxzel, The Accompliſt 
zng to Scatter lies between the Times and Half of Wea- 
zug out the Saints, and the Fini/ſhiag Wona'rs , $9 in the Re- 
velation, the Three Days and Half lie between the 
1260 Days of the Sackcloth Prophecy (which are aiſo * 
Three Times and a Half,) and theſe Seventh Trumpet 0 
Finiſbing, And they muſt be One .either-with the 1260 
or with the Firſt of thoſe Thirty making 1 260, 1290; 
Or elſe they could have no Room , For the Divin? 
Spirit Claſping 1260 ſo cloſe, as to make. it. 1mme- 
. iately 1290; There .can come in.no Three Years = - 
A 
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Half poſitbly between, that is not United with one of 


the Numbers, Which is even Arithmetic Demonſtration. 


But now as to the Equipoize of Prophecy ;. It 
muſt be Acknowledg'd.,. that betore the E- 
vent Determin'd the contrary, the Three Days 
and Half might have been Intended to . be In- 
corporated with the 1260 Days of tne : Sackelorb Pro- 
phecy, and the Beaffs Victory over the Witneſſes, an- 
ſwering to the Three 77mes and a Half. of the 1260 
Days of the Church in the Wilderneſs, ; The Witzeſſes 
and the Woman being one; andthe Sackeloth, Being 
Overcome, KilPd, worn ont, Scattered, the Wilderneſs 
State being one; as to the main Intention alſo ; Only the 
Deepeſt Time-of Sufferings expreſs'd by one more 
then the other,;+-and {o the Three Days and Half , the 
Three Times and HHalf,the two 1260 Days had been all one 
Time, and--had begun and ended together. And [ 
muſt Ereely, and Humbly Conteſs, This was my Ap- 
prehenſion, and my hope it would be fo, although I 
hadalways a Jealous Eye upon theſe three Days and 
Half. But nothing but Event could Determine to 
the other. fide, The Ballance of Prophecy ſtands ſo e- 
ven concerning the Caſe, And indeed if Vinety Szver, 
as I afirm, and ſee no Reaſon to Retract, be the end 
of the 1260 Days ; It muſt needs be,that when the Three 
Days and-Half\'have done the Service of Three .Times 
and a Half, Coequal with the whole 1260.Dajs, ard 

pointing to a deepeſt Time of Suffering, . and ſo Para- 
relling one another, The latterthen do the Service of an 
Epitome, a Mantiſſa, a Recollection of the whole, and 
Run fo far as upon. the Three Firſt Years and Half 
of the Thirty, which Thirty, are Principally for Finiſþe 


' ing, And though they tuffer the Cloud of the Witze/-

ſes Summ'd up Scattering, 
hs with 
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with the Glory of the Conſtellation of Great and jl- 
luſtrious Events at their Riſing , Now the Three Days 
and Half doing this Manitold Service, and bearing 
this variety of Aſpeas, is moſt uſual in Scriptures 
Improvement of its Types, fo that I need nor [nſiſt 
{urther on 1t. 

I will give only one Inftance in a Caſe of near 
Afﬀinity with this ; The Three Handred Ninety Years 
of Exekiels Bearing the Iniquity of the Houſe of [ſrael, 
gave the very Chrenologica; ſpace from the Death of 
Solomon to Exekiels Temple, It firſt ſetoutthe Sin of the 
Houſe of Iſrael in the Ten Tribes making DefeRion 
from the Houſe of David; and then turns, as it were 
back, - and ſettles the frandard of Prophetic Time g 
Day for a Year, asan Epitomizing of Prophetic Time tg 
the very Exd. 

To Summ up this Point of Diſcourſe then, 7 look 
upon the End of the Times and Half, or 1260 Days 
of Years, as the moſt Unmoveable Reſt of the 7h. 
Tears and Half; And that, They are but as a Summaiy 
and Recollection of them, or a little Surpluſage added 
to them ; And that the £260 Ende at 97. And 
That Ninety Seven began in the Autumpal Equi- 
zox, of what we Generally Count 98 but in the Pro 
phetic Calendar , 67 Juſt Ending, I therefore as before, 
ſo now again give the Account from 97 and to Nine- 
ty Eight in the ſame Prophetic Style one Year . To 
99 1s Two Years, To 1700 ſtill in the ſame Prophetic 
Style is Three Years, Viz. at each Autumnal Equinox; 
and at the YVernal Equinox of 1700 ending, in' Vul- 
gar Account, but in Prophetical the Half of 1700. 

TheLaſtHalfYear of theThreeYearsand a Half willEx- 
pire then,in the very Middle of the Year at the Vernal E. 
 9uinox, The Time of our Lords Reſurre&ion ; Illuftri-

I have now with all Humble Reverence of the Di- 
vine Oracles, Covering as it were my Face, whatever 
of Light and Undernanding God hath given me, as 
yet not Able to behold their Glory ,, And my Feer 
in the ſenſe of my Unworthyneſs and Great Dark- 
neſs and Imperfections in Knowingz or Frophecying , 
I have yet with *Rewverence and Godly Fear ſhewn , 
That there is a Frame of Prophecy Curiouſly and won- 
derfully made ; By which Inſenſibly ( however cer- 
tainly: foreknown to God, which way every Thing 
would come to paſs,) the Great Events ſhould 
with ſuch an Equal Ballance be made Inclinable to 
97 or 1700 ; That Providence ſhould with the Truth 
of Prophecy, as it ſaw Fitt, Determine upon either at 
the very Time , I come therefore to the Fourth Head 
propos'd ; Viz. To conſider the Reaſons of the Tran- 
{lation of the Great Events, to have been Ex. 
pected at 97, from thence to 1700. 

Head. 4th. The Tranſlation of the Great Effects of 
Prophecy ; The Accompliſhing to Scatter the Power of the 
Holy People ; the Riſing of the Witneſſes , and the be. 
pinning to Finiſh Wonders ; have been Tranſlated from 
97, and are Humbly to be expected, e're the End 
of.r700, on this Threefold Account.

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notwithſtanding our @zbelief cannot deny himſelf 
cannot Break promiſe, nor can any of his Predictions 
Fail, Yet he knows how ſo to order Things, that 
the Sin of his Servants ſhould be under ſuch an Ordi- 
nation of Providence, as if both Promiſes and Prophe. 
ces did fail for the Puniſhment of their Unbeleif, and 
Diſobedience, and Unſuitable Frame. 

I have Reaſon therefore more to bewail the Diſa- 
greeable Frame of my own, and other the Hearts of 
thoſe who are called Proteſtarts, and the Reformed ; in 
not being more Ready for thoſe Great Effects at the 
Time, then the being miſtaken it, the Explanation 
of Pr,phecy, and the Prophetic Numbers, or even the 
Determination upon Njxety Seven. 

For it 1s moſt Evident, God hath Reſerved to himſeif 
a Prerogative of Pronouncing Evil, very poſlitively, as 
in the Caſe of Nizeveh, Jonah. 3d. Tet Fourty Days, 


'and Nzneveh ſhall be deſtroyed ; And yet God ſeeing 


their Turning from their Evil ways, allo Repented of the 
Evil, that he thought to do unto them ; SO on the other 
fide, he makes a ſeeming Breach of Promiſe in Delay of 
the Good, he intended at.ſucha Time , And yet as 
I have before Argued in Nathay ; So it is plain no 
Blame could /ie on Jonah for the miſtake of Time, but 
tcr his too high Reſentment of the Diſhonour, as he 
Apprehended on himſelf, of being Accounted a Faſe 
Prophet ; However Gcd Juſtified him, not long aiter 
by the Irrepealable Prophecy of Ninevehs utrer Des 
fruQtion by Zephaniab., * 

The Delay, or Tranſlation of the Great Effeds 
of Viſion from 97 to 1700, I Impute therefore in. 
the Firft place to Infrat;on, or Gods Breach of Promiſe, 
with Great Afjurance and Boldneſs of Speech, as to the 


manner of Expreſſion ; Becauſe God hath been pleasd 
| to 
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to uſe it, elſe I ſhould not have Dared make uſe of it ; 
and thenas tothe Thing it ſelf, Iam Bold becauſe I Find ſo 
Great Reaſons for 97, as the moſt Central Time of P o- 
phecy and ſuch Fair Delineations, and ſo Curious a 
Hand of Prophecy, Reſerving a Liberty and Freedom of 
ſo Uniting 1700 within it, as Providential Righte- 
ouſneis and TJuſtice, by way of [rfrattion or Abrups 
tion , Or Wiidom in a way of Mercy and Glor'- 
ous liiuſtration cf Vengeance cn the Enemies of the 
People of God, ſaw Fit. To give therefore a more tull 
Account of Infrattion, or Breach of Promiſe, I would 
ofter my Apprehention with all Humility and Mo- 
deſty, and yet with Uprightneſs and Sincerity ; I 
fay therefore, God had by the Prophecys of his word 
Pointed to 97, as the Ending of the Sackclorh of the 
Witneſs Prophecy, in their Prophecy Fulfild in the 
Kingdom of Chriſt ; and of other the Great Effects but 
with a Conditional Reſerve, it there were a Suttable 
Frame in the Witefſes, both the Suftterers and the 
more ſeli-Subliſtent Prozeſtaucy under Reformed Princes, 
Nations, and their Laws : I fay, It there were a Frame 
and Activity Suitable to ſo Great a Revolution ; Such 
a Frame as Agrees with the Sprrit of Life from God, 
with their ſanding on their Feet, with their Appearing 
with the Lamb'on Mount Z10n, having the Fathers Name 
written on thaar Foreheads ,, But there was not ſucha 
Frame among ®rore/tants of any Dittin&ion, or Denoml- 
nation, of any Title, Order, or Degree, Hereupon Rites 
the Lords Breach of Promiſe. For in the Room of ſuch 
a Sprrit of Life, the Sardian State lies heavy upon the 
whole ; They have a Name to Live, and yet are Dead , 
They do Not #:{/ up the Things that Remain, and are in 
order to the Kingdom Of Chriſt, They are ina very 
Sleepy, and T'ywarchful Temper, as to the coming of 
& 3 CEr.it. 
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Chriſt ſo that it is like to come upon #hem, at an Hown. 
they know not, When the Lord ſaw this, it diſpleaſed 
Him , then faid He, they ſhall know my Breach of Pro« 
miſe ; What I had Determin'd at 97, ſhall be as a Fur- 
ther Delay. If they had been ina Condition to have 
Smitten,as often as they would, with a high Impulſe of 
Will the Antichriſtiau Earth with Plagaes; to have 
Shot withall the 4rrows of the Lord's Deliverance; their 
Accompliſhments to Scatter, ſhould have immediately 
commenc®d with Finiſhing of Wonders, But even the 
Suffering Part of Prete/farts, and much more the Gene: 
rality, being found in the Condition before deſcrib'd. 
(without any Reflection on the Proteſtant Princes) , It 
looks, as if in David's Numbering the People, the Lord 
was Diſpleaſed, and left him under Effectual Motives 
to to Number, which brought a Plague on All , So 
God, Provoked Juſtly with the Univerſal Declination 
of the Reformation trom His Truth,* and the Purity of 
His Worſhip, and the Holineſs of His Ways, with- 
drew that Spirit of Zeal, Courage, and Reſolution in 
the Cauſe, and Intereſt of God, His Goſpel and Peo- 
ple , His Spirzt not coming upon them, as on the Wor: 
thies of Old : Nor was He pleaſed to give them that 
Reſolution, To make no Peace, without the Security 
and Freedom for that, which they accounted the True 
Chriſtian Religion, or with them, who would, and 
do now, make Advantage of that Peace, to the Perle- 
cution and Slavery of them, with whom they are, or 
ought to be, of the fame CharaQer ; who keep rhe Com- 
manaments of Goa, and hold the Teftimony of Jeſus. S0 
that this Peace was not at all to their Honour, before 
God, and His Servants, although thoſe under them 


ought to be Humbled, becauſe their want of Faith, 


Love, Holineſs, Pzacz, and Union, ſo Diſhonoured 
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God, that He, in Juſt Offence, left Princes, States, 
Governments to tnemfelves, not to Appear for God, as 
for their own Intereſts, 

Object. I know 1t may be ſaid, Becauſe the Time was 
not come, There was not that Spirit of Liie from God 
foretold by Prophecy ceming upon them , and the refore they 
could not 411 according to it : And this alone was Argu- 
ment enou; , Ninety Seven was ot the 'T ime of Accom- 
pliſhing ?o Scatter, or of Peginning to Firufh the Won- 
ders. 

Anſw, Tt is moſt True ; the Spirit of Þ i/e from God, 
not comingdown, and Ertering the Witneſſes, did ſhew, 
It was not the Time : But it ls yet True, the unſuitable 
Frame of Spirit in Preteffants did Provoke Ged to 
Breach of Promiſe ; the cuipable Caute of Mercies de- 
ny'd or delay'd, is the want of that Holy Agreeable 
Frame, although the Giit of tuch Grace is trom God , 
For in God aloze is our Help, yer ſtill cur Deſtruction is 
of cur ſelves, It is alway His Spirit, that makes that 
cther Spirit in us, that was In Caleb and Jofbua : The 
want of ſuch a Spirir, as is Agreeable to what God hath 
promiſed to do, provokes Him molt Juſtly to Breach of 
Promiſe, as to the Time he:d outto our Eye , aithough 
he alone Gives that &pir/e and Will at the very Time, 
when the Promiſe muit and ſhall certainly be Fulfilled. 
Want of 7olineſs, is a full Realon of Want of Delive- 
ra:ce., although at the Time when De/zverarce ſhall 
be, Heſs ſhall bealſo : The pecultar Frame apree- 
ng with the Kinodom of Chrilt 1s the Frame, we find 
in the Church oi Po/lade{phia,not in our $ardes, 

2, Let us now Conltder the Delay, or Tranſlation of 
the great Eitects expected at 97, trom 97 to 1700, as 
the word Breach of Promiſe lignihes Abruption, or Break 
ing off! the Series, and Contexture, God had pleaſed to 
have 
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have Begun, and ſeem'd to be Going on in., as there- 
fore it cannot but be acknowledged, There was not in 
97, the glorious Appearance of the expected Effedts, 
So on the other (ide, it cannot be deny'd, There were 
ſuch Beginnings, that if God had pleaſed to go on in, 
there had certainly been, before this 1 ime, a very great 
Change and Revolution 1n the Worid + But no ſooner 
were thoſe Offertures made, but God ſhew'd his 4lyy 
ftron, or Breaking off trom any Thing he had Begun, 
Two zreat inſtances of which, we had in that Year, 
Firſt, The Treaty of Peace-at Refſwick, was a very 
Remarkabie Diipoſe of God, bringing the Axtichriſtian 
Princes to a Neccſlity of making Peace, while Prote 
ſtan! Princesand States had a Baltance upon them and 
- the Peace. This looked very Hopefully, that the Inte- 
re{ts of P- oreſtaxcy, and the Reformation, wherein the 
Glory of God, of the Goſpel oft Teſus:Chriſt, and the 
Satery of His People, and their Peace and Quiet, was 
 foundemiably Compriz'd, fhould have found great Ad- 
vantages, and by an Embarraftement on all urther Per- 
fecrtion on Proteſtancy, there might have been an Jccom- 
pliſhment of Scattering, This was a gracious Honorary 
Difpoſe on 97 , andat the very Antumnal Equinox, as 
the very Time, that was to bear the Signal of the Wrt- 
neſſes Rifing. Herein God was pleaſed to ſer Judgment 
before thoſe Proteſtant Sovereigns, and to ſhew them 
what they were to do; eſpecially, conſidering what 
Juſt Pleas they had to Inſiſt upon, as particularly and 
eminently that Edit of Nanrz, in behalf of the French 
Reformed, where the Perſecution hath fince been Pur- 
ſued with ſo great Barbarity. 
But to ſhew God's Abruption, as in the very Time, 
and 1n the very A& of the Treaty concluded, and fo 
his /»freition inthe very Year of Ninety Sever, and of 
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| the Peace concluded. And to Remonſtrate both, as be- 


foreall the Nations about, as he hath fometimes put a 
Word into the Mouth of his very Enemies, eſpecially 
when they are of Eminency ; as Balaam, an exalted 
Prophet , Cazaphas, the High-Prieſt : So it is much tobe 
Reflected upon, what the Kzng of France, that Prince 
of Perſecution, writ to the Arch-Biſhop of Paris in the 
beginning of the Month called January, in Popith 
Style 98, but in True Prophetzc and even Proteſtant 
Siyle 97 : Requiring the Thankſgiving of Te Denm af- 
ter the Popiſh Manner for the Peace, thus He Began , The 
Time, which Fieaven hath Ordained ( How expreſs for 
97.) for the Reconciliation of the Natioas ; Sure the Protes 
fants of each Nation made up the Nations, This looked 
Fair for the Accompliſhing to Scatter 5 For the Proreſtants 
making up the Natzons, and the Time for the Reconci- 
lation of the Nations being come, their Scatterivg Or 
Perſecution was to Ceaſe, or to be Accomplſbed, How 
elle Reconciled ! 

Butas if at the ſame Time God made an Abruption 
upon what was ſo promringly Begun in $7, and put a 
Reproof into that Prince's Mouth, upon the Preteſt ant 
Princes, and in them upon the Nations, and even the 
Churches, walking ſo much beneath the True Spirit of 
the Reformation, and ſo provoking God to withdraw His 
mighty Spirit and Preſence from the Princcs: That 
King thus expreſles himſelt. 


That which I Glory in meſt of all, is, the VWWor(hip cf the | 


trae Religion, as Antherized by a ſolemn Treaty under $0- 
vereizns of a Different Faith . the Author of jo many Gra- 
ces, ſbews Himſelf too manifeſtly not to be Achnowiedzed, 
ard the Viſivle Charatters of his Almighty Hand, which 
they Bear, ſeem to be the Seal, he hath Afixed to them to 
Tuſtify my Intentions, Buſied from this Time forward in 
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Canſizg him to be truly Worſhipped in all my Dominion, 
In all which, I havenot the leaſt Regard to the Aft. 
mings of that Haughty Monarch, in which there is much 
of the Spirit, and Style of the Xing of Afjr:a's Letter by 
Ralſbakeh , when he ask'd, 4m [ come up without Jeho- 
vah ? All I conſider is, What of Agreement there can be 
Found, between His Words, and the Words of Prophec, 
As when he ſaith, The 77me tor the Reconciliation of the 
Nations is Come ; a Word of great Extent 1n Scripture 
Senſe, and Intreducting a great Change indeed among 
the Nations, and very Conſonant to Scripture Predidi- 
ons, For I have all Reaſons of Aſſurance to Conclude, 
It was ſo in the Firſt Inſtitution of God, and the Trea- 
ty of Peace was a Fit Method in Human View to it :
